It will be seen at once from the above that such currency has no money value, 
even if the notes lx.' genuine.

Washington D.C., May 2, 1911, this Treasury Department form 
spells out the acts under which Continental Currency was 
deemed to have no monetary value, and the dates of these acts.

MILITARY PAYMENT CERTIFICATES 


A few months ago, the dollar-denominations of two previously 
unavailable series of MPC suddenly appeared: the one, five, ten, 
and twenty-dollar notes from Series 691 and the one, five, ten, 
and twenty-dollar notes from Series 701. Fifty sets of each 
appeared in the hands of an unknown individual who is referred 
to in the MPC community as either "Deep Source ” or "Mr. 
69/. ” Through intermediaries, the 50 sets were released to anx¬ 
iously waiting collectors who purchased the eight-piece sets for 
$2000 a set. All 50 sets immediately sold out. The collectors 
who purchased the sets could choose to make their $2000 check 
out to one of two charities: either the USO or the Red Cross. 
Two hundred additional $20 notes from the first printing of 
Series 691 were also sold in a similar fashion. We ve spoken to 
a number of insiders in the MPC community, and most seem to 
feel that it’s likely that 50 more sets overhang the market. When 
previously unknown material like this appears, collectors face a 
difficult decision: If they buy at a high level, they run the risk of 
large quantities of additional notes appearing for lower prices; 
if they pass on the opportunity to buy while waiting for the sec¬ 
ond shoe to drop, they risk going without or paying higher prices 
later. The nine notes below are the first offering at auction of any 
of these pieces, and they are offered without estimate, for until 
the market settles, any estimate would be a pure guess.

The appearance of the Binion’s hoard of 100 $10,000 bills is likely to cause a considerable revision in the relative values of the

Both of the hand signatures are strong 
and dark. This is a lovely note from what we consider to be the most undervalued series of U.S. Currency.’’ At that time, the note real¬ 
ized just over $8000 on an estimate of $6000-up.
